It is still one of my favorite 
television commercials. An 
advertisement for the Ameri- 
can Express credit card fea- 
turing the actor Karl 
Malden. What I liked about 
the commercial was its sim- 
plicity. No fancy graphics, no 
whistles and bells, no trendy 
music. 

It was just Karl, the card 
and an empty 
Malden, prominent nose and 
all, would stand facing ‘the 
camera, decked. out in a 
trench coat-and a fedora, and 
say those famous words: "the 
American Express card - 
don't leave home without it." 

Living here in Florida, I've 
taken Karl's advice to heart 
but in a slightly different 
way.

This is Florida's wet sea- 
son. А six month period 
where we can expect up to 70 
percent of our annual rain- 
fall, often, when we least 
expect it. 

It can rain at anytime of 
the ‘day during Florida's 
summer. Fast-moving 
coastal showers often devel- 
op in the morning, while iso- 
lated thunderstorms are 
common during lunch and 
heavy-duty “boomers” fre-

quently send us running for 
cover in the late afternoon. 
If you have lived here for 
any period of time, chances 
are you've seen and experi- 


Guess what? Rain- 
drops don't look any- 
thing like a teardrop. 

In fact, most of our 
raindrops look more 
. likea 
hamburger bun! 


enced hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of rain showers. 
So, if I asked you to draw a 
raindrop, you wouldn’t have 
any problem. Right? 

I suspect that your rain- 
drop would look just like a 
teardrop. Thanks to popular 
culture (mostly television 
weather reports) everyone 
thinks a raindrop resembles 
a teardrop. 

Guess what? Raindrops 
don’t look anything like a 
teardrop. In fact, most of our 
raindrops look more like a 
hamburger bun! 

Small raindrops - a radius 
of around 1 mm are nice and 
round. But larger drops go 
through all sorts of unusual 
gyrations coalescing into 
some pretty unusual shapes. 


This evolution results from 
a tug-of-war between two 


forces: the surface tension of | 


the raindrop and the air 
pushing up against the bot- 
tom as it falls. When the 
drop is small, surface ten- 
sion wins the battle pulling 
the drop into a spherical 
shape. + 

But with larger raindrops,. 
the velocity and the pressure 
on the raindrop's bottom 
increases causing the rain- 
drop to flatten. When the 
drop is huge about 4 mm the 
raindrop grows to form a bag 
with an annular ring of 


“water before breaking up 


into smaller drops. These 
large raindrops look like 
stereo headphones. Ў 

Goodness knows we сег- 
tainly get .our share of 
falling hamburger buns and 
stereo headphones in Flori- 
da. In a typical thunder- 
storm we can expect about 
one inch of rain. That trans- 
lates into roughly three mil- 
lion raindrops. 

Over the courge of the year, 
our area averages around 60 
inches of rain. That's about 
two billion raindrops. 

And, that is plenty of rea- 
sons why I never leave home 
without it. Ап umbrella- 
required equipment during 
Florida's rainy season.

Several factors are conspir- 
ing to make the 1997 growing 
season a challenge for south- 
ern producers. The crop season 
began with an unusually cold 
and wet spring which delayed 
planting and growth of many 
commodities. Although March 
was relatively warm and dry, a 
significant weather shift 
occurred in April and May. 
Both months averaged 3-6 
degrees cooler than normal 
over most of the South. Fre- 
quent rains accompanied the 
cooler than normal tempera- 
tures. Florida in April and Ten- 
nessee Valley Region in May, 


were particularly wet with 
local rain totals of 10” common 
during these months. 

The frequent rains and cool 
temperatures resulted in poor 
germination, slow growth and 
above normal plant disease 
problems. In some areas grow- 
ers had to replant. When 
planting or plant development 
is delayed, an extended sum- 
mer may be very important to 
give crops a chance to develop- 
and reach full yield potential. 

The National Weather Ser- 
vice’s long-range outlook indi- 
cates that we may be in for a 
cool, wet fall.

“Operation Money Box,” our 
insurance fraud investigators 
have targeted a dozen individ- 
uals who allegedly filed up to 
$5 million in phony claims dur- 
ing an eight-month period. The 
suspects had set ир postal box- 
es cothmonly know as “drop 
boxes," to receive claims money 
at multiple South Florida loca- 
tions. 

How does all this affect you 
personally as a policyholder 
and taxpayer? Insurance com- 
panies pass on to their'cus- 
tomers, through increased pre- 
miums, the costs of detecting 
and fighting the various types 
of fraud.

Photodynamic Therapy Effective Treatment 
For Some Early-Stage Lung Cancers 


Some patients with small, 
éarly-stage lung cancers can 
be spared surgery and treat- 
ed effectively with photody- 
namic therapy, according to 
a study by a Mayo Clinic 
Jacksonville lung specialist. 

If current results hold, 
photodynamic therapy could 
develop into a cost-effective 
alternative to surgery for 
small, squamous-cell lung 
cancers that have not péne- 
trated the bronchial wall, 


Dr. Denis Cortese and: his 
colleagues concluded. 
Results of their study 


involving 21 lung-cancer 
patients are published in 


the July issue of Mayo Clin- 


ics Proceedings. 

Over the last few years, 
surgeons have become more 
conservative in. treating 
early-stáge lung cancer. 
They have reduced the 
amount of tissue they 
remove, especially in 
patients whose breathing is 
already compromised, with- 
out substantially affecting 
survival rates. 

“Our hypothesis. was that 
photodynamic therapy could 
reduce the risk of surgery, 
preserve lung tissue and 
decrease costs without sac- 


rificing therapeutic effec- 


tiveness," said Cortese, a 
thoracic diseases specialist 
at Mayo Jacksonville. *Our 
goal was to evaluate the 
effectiveness of photody- 
namic therapy by determin- 
ing how many patients 
could ultimately be spared 
surgery.” 

Photodynamic therapy is a 
two-step, outpatient proce- 
dure that involves injecting 
a light-activated drug that 
targets cancer cells and, 
several days later, exposing 
the cancerous tissue to a 
certain spectrum of light. 
The light “switches on” the 
drug, destroying the cancer. 

Eighteen men and three 
women ranging in age from 
53 to 81 years underwent 
photodynamic therapy at 
Mayo Clinic in’ Rochester, 
Minn. They received a light- 
sensitive drug, hematopor- 
phyrin derivative, two ‘to 
four days before their lungs 
were exposed to light from

Ar First, cancer disap- 
peared in 71. percent of 
patients. After a year, 52 
percent still had no 
detectable lung cancers. The 
Mayo researchers have fol- 
lowed the patients from two 
to almost 10 years, and 43 
percent have been spared 
surgery. 

Lung cancer is, the leading 
cause of cancer-related 
deaths in men and women in 
the United States. The 
American Cancer’ Society 
estimates about 94,400 men 
and 66,000 women will die 
of the disease in 1997. 

Lung cancers are divided 
into two types: small cell 
and non-small.cell. The can- 
cer cells in each type grow 
and spread differently and 
are treated in different 
ways. Non-small cell lung 
cancer is more common and 
is usually associated with 
smoking, passive smoking 
or radon exposure. Squa- 
mous cell is one of three 
kinds of non-small cell lung 
cancer. 

The five-year survival 
rate.for all stages of lung 
cancer is 4 percent, accord- 
ing to the American Cancer 
Society. Five-year survival 
for all early stages, which 
are found and treated before 
spreading to lymph nodes or 
other organs, is.48 percent. 
Five-year survival rates for 
early-stage, squamous-cell 
lung cancer range from 69 
to 75 percent with conven- 
tional surgery and 64 to 69 
percent with minimal 
surgery. Unfortunately, only 
15 percent of lung cancers 
are found in early, localized 
stage. 

A chest X-ray can detect 
small cancers in the lung, 
but the test is not used as a 
routine screening tool. 
That's because studies in 
the early 1980s found no 
decrease in mortality in 
patients who were diag- 
nosed when their: cancers 
were small, Cortese said. 
But treatment and technolo- 
gy’ have improved since 
then, and the National 
Institute of Health are 
funding a new, three-year 


study to determine the val- , 
ue of chest X-rays as a 
screening tool.
